A BRITISH COLUMBIA SQUADRON ACCEPTED 



The Enterprise of Victoria in Offering Fifty A(i<jitional Men Apparently 
Decided Ottawa— Early Date for Sailing and No Scheme 
for Speedy Organization. 



Ottawa, Jan. 21). — Dr. Bordeu wires 
Premier Semliu late to-night thut British 
Columbia's patriotic offer of a separate 
corps for South Africa is accepted. The 
deliiy has beeu altogtjther due to dilllcuity 
iu securing traufiporliitiuu and the pecu- 
liar unit offered by the province, a force 
of one hundred, nioii not having any re- 
coguhtsl military status. If, as to-night's 
despatches indicate, the province intouds 
to furnish a complete squadron, which 
consist.s of 177 otUcers and men, the dif- 
ficulty will be overconie. 

Dr. Bordeu to-Uuy arranged With Com- 
missioner Itoberteou tbut the British Col- 
timbin contingent shall go on one of the 
vessels chartered to carry hay. The 
Mariposa sails from St. John February 
10, aud the Juuuitu on the ITth. It is 
thought the British Columbians con reach 
St. John in time to catch the latter res- 
scl, but can be held a few days. 



From Our Own llJorrespondeiit. 

As regards Strathconn's Ilorso, esum- 
inatiou of his instructions to-day shows 
that he limits recruiting to the North- 
west. Dr. Borden therefore wired the 
High Commiesioner asking if tlfis is to 
bo taken literally, but no answer has 
beeu received up to midnight. If Strath- 
cona authorizes recruiting in British Col- 
umbia there will be enrolliug points at 
Fort Steele, Nelsuu, Golden, Hevelstoke, 
Kamloops, Vernon and Vancouver.

— A special despatch 
from Frere Camp dated Friday, January 
20, U.IO p.m., say.s: 

"I have just riden in here, having left 
General Buller's forces in the new posi- 
tions south of the Tugela, to which they 
retired in couscqucncc of the reverse at 
Spion Kop. 

"The fighting both before and after 
tho occupation of the mountain was of a 
desperate cliaracler. Spion Kop is a 
precipitous mountain, overtopping the 
whole line of kojee and the Upper Tu- 
gelii. On the eastern side the moantain 
faciYi Mount .:Vlyo and Potgietor'a Drift, 
stniulin.L; at right angles to tlio Boer cen- 
tral position and LyttJetou's advanced 
position. The southern point descends in 
abrupt steps to the lower line of kopjes 
ou thii western side at opposite the right 
outposts of Warren's forces. It is inac- 
cessibly steep until the point where the 
nek joins the kop to the main range, 
Then there is a guiitle slope v,'liicli al- 
lows easy access to the snnuiiit. 

'"The nek was strongly held by the 
Boers, who also oceuiiied a heavy spur 
parallel with the kop, where the ciiemy 
was cnocealed in no fewer than 7.~j ville 
pits ami thus enabled to bring to bear 
iilKiii onr men a damaging cross lire, the 
only ijo.ssilile iioiiil for a British attack 
being the soiilh side with virtually a 
sheer precipice on the left ami right. 

"A narrow foot path admitting the men 
only in sin^'le lilt? to the suiiunit oiiens 
into a perfectly llat table-land, probably 
of ilOO square yards, upou which the 
Boers had hastily commenced to make a 
traiisvenso trench. Onr men were able 
to occupy tho further end of this table- 
laiul wliere the ridge descends to another 
llat, which is again succeeded by a round 
stouy emiaciicc held by the Boors in 
great streugth. 

"Tho ridge held by our men was faced 
by a number of strong little kopjes at 
all angles whence tiie Boers sent a con- 
<'eiitrnteii lire from their rilles, supported 
]iy a -Maxim, Xordeiifeldt am! :i big long- 
range gun. What, with the rilles and the 
miu.'liiiie guns, the summit was couverteii 
into .'i piM-ferl hell. The fihells exploded 
continually in our ranks and the rille lire 
fr«nu an alisolulely unseen enemy was 
perfectly aii|>alling. 

■■lie-iiiforcenients were hurried \\]) by 
(Ji'iieral Warren, but they had to cross a 
sli-etch of llat ground which was liter- 
ally torn 111) I'y the Hying lead of tJie 
eneiii.v. The iinruiishod trcnoli on the 
snniinil gave very (juostiunablo sheller, 
as tho eiieiny'ri uiiichine gnus wi'ie so ac- 
curately ranged upon the place that often 
1(> shells fell in the trench in a single 
iiiiiiute. 

"Jlortal man could not pernianeiitly 
hold such a position. Our gallant fellows 
held it tenaciously for 20 hours and then 
taking advantage of darkness abandoned 
it to tho enemy."

In ten minutes the flues gave 
out and drowned the fires, leaving tin- 
ship helpless, .-\nchors were cast, but 
not linlditii; ground, the Townsend was 
driven stern foremost on to the rocks, 
teariiiL- off lier rudder, stern post, pro- 
peller and paiilry. She came around 
shortly and coiiiiiieni-cd pnuiidiii;.'. A 
lioat was launched ami a line run ashore, 
The crcv,', iiiiinlicring twenty, live pas- 
sengid-s and one stowaway were taken 
ashore. This was md aecoinplisliod, how- 
ever, iiiilil iiriiiy of llic crew had their 
faci-.-, haiiils and' feel liailly frozen, Xotli- 
iiiL: was savi'il but ii few of the personal 
l>eloii;;iii;:-- id' Ihe passengers and crew. 
'I'liesc well- cnelied in the snow, and all 
niadi' their wav Ihrough snow and wind 
In IJaiiies. 

After the eiew liad nldaiiied food and 
a iiMicli iieeilod resl, liiey went back af- 
lid- effects, only lo Iind ihat the Indians 
liaii stolen lliem bodily. The steamer is 
a total wreck.

CAPT. HANSEN DROWNED. 

The ^\h'lying putchmaa,'^ Lost His Lite 
' While Crossing^ E^atiot Sound. ' r, 

Capt H^inBeu, the, '1 Flying Dutch- 
man-,"- who; gained considerable notoriety 
through his raids on the Russian ami 
American seal rookeries, was, with his 
miuing parttior. James- Moyer, drowned 
in Kjnniuot Sound on .January 7. The 
two men, fogttber with P. Sullivan, 
were (U'ossiiig the Sound, whtui a heavy 
wind sprant: iij), enpsiziiiK and break- 
ing till' frail craft. Sullivan cluiiK to 
one pii.'ce nf ilie canoe, was wasiu-d 
ilMliore and dragged out of the way of 
the waves b.v Lis do;;, and laid on the 
beach Utterly exhausted. It took some 
time lo revive liini. The water liemg 
ice-cold, Hansen and Moyer soon 
dropiied from the .so'ction of tin' eauoc 
lo whicli tliey were cliiiKing and sani;. 
WliiMi the steamer (Jueen City left 
Kyunuot the bodies of the men had not 
beidi recovered. 

Capt, Ilnnseii lirst came before the 
public in the iiiiildio ei;.dities, when, with 
the (Jet'iuan schoidier .\dcle, sailini; out 
of Vokohaiiia, lie raided the Cnpjicr 
islands, on the Kiissiaii coast, lie rc- 
lieated this in the fnllowiii;; yi'ar, and 
fearing arrest at the hands of the Kiis- 
siaii government, brought his skins to 
N'icioria and entereil them as from 
I'.elirin;,' Sen. From that time until she 
was wrecked on the Qtieen Charlotti; 
Island coast, Capt. Hansen sailed the 
Adele each season out of VIcloiia. llu 
was always closely watched by the 
United States revenue oflieers, as be had 
tlie reiKitation of raiding the islands 
whenever chance offered. On oin' occa- 
sion ho was actually ciiuj;lii. but for 
smne reason — prohably because his 
schooner How the CiM'uian Hag, and the 
1 lined Stales did not \Tish to draw 
(leriimny into the sealing controversy — 
he escaped piuiislllllent, 

.\ftid- the loss of the Adele ('apt, Han- 
sen loid; coniniaml of the Laura, hut got 
no further than .Xoolka .Sound, where 
she was III pi('l; ilii lier Indiaii id'cw, 
when she also was wrecked. lie was 
afterwards master of the schooners 
llorealis and Wiiiiiif red, loii ill fortune 
scciui'd to follow liiiu, and he tiiially 
l;;i\(' up Ihe sea. where he liad li;,-ured 
in inaii,v excitini,' iiiciileiiis, lo follow the 
pursiiil of niiiiiim. lie pi'os[iceied tlie 
iioitlicrii pnrliciii of the Wesi ('nasi, and 
with bis partners Incated wlial is be- 
lieved tn be a very rich |iroperly at the 
iio:-t hern end of the Island. It was their 
camp which the starviiif,' and oxiiaiisled 
crew of Ihe ship tdberlad strindi after 
they had licen forced lo abandon their 
.-lii|i. The kind-hearted captain and his 
partners gave the snilors all the provi- 
si(dis fliey had, and ut the risk of their 
lives took them to Kyuquott where they 
could get a steamer for Victoria. The 
crew undoubtedly owed their lires to 
the kindness of the miners.

" The decade w'.iicli is now notiring its 
eud will bi- found, I think, when looked 
at retrosiiectively, to have been tlie 
most sterile decade of the whole ciditury 
whose (dose it marks," writes Harry 
Tliurston I'eck in A in sice's for Fobru- 
ary. " It is a decade in whicli some 
eminent authors have linished their 
ciin-ers. and in which otlier eminent 
autlior.s have dvtcriorated and sunk to 
I the level rif tlio Oomiitoii|)lace, but in 
wliicb scarcely one author has risen Lo 
do original and splendid work Imbued 
with a vitality tliat is sure to make it 
live throuj;lioul the years lliat are to 
come. 

"Take liction, for exainide. Kohert 
Louis Stevenson's career lajis over so ns 
to iiu-lude tlie first four years of our 
decade, yet in those four years he wrote 
nothing' that can be ranked with his 
best work; for one cannot consider 
'DuvitI Ralfour' to deserve a place lie- 
side ' Kiilnaiqied,' of which it is a 
seqiiid. Mr, Henry .Inines is still unin- 
IiiM-ed among our living authors, and is 
still iiuUistrionsIy wilting; yet of him it 
also may be said that his most charac- 
teristic and most enduring work was 
written nuire that! ten years ago. Since 
ISIKI, though be still shows us his con- 
tinned possession of the qualities that 
tmve made liiin so exfiuisite a muster of 
social iisychology, lie never readies now 
the level of 'Tlie .Vmerican,' 'The 
Europeans.' and 'The Point of View'; 
while in criticism and iniscelhineous 
writing he has of late done practically 
iintbiiig. In fiction by Americans there 
is also nothing which both belongs to 
this decade and at the same time to the 
lierinanent reconls of literature. Mr. 
Howells, like his literary congener, Mr. 
.Tamos, ia still produdng novels; but 
they are novels written rather for enter- 
tainment than for fame, and the two 
books of his which best deserve to live — 
'A Modern Instance ' and ' The Rise of 
Sila.s Lapham '—belong to an earlier 
period of his career. In order to see 
how thoroughly ephemeral the fiction of 
the past ten years has been, it is neces- 
saiy only to recall to mind a few of the 
books that enjoyed at the time of their 
publication a tremendous vogue. There 
are, for example, 'The Heavenly Twins,' 
'Ren Hur,' 'The Red Badge of ("lonriigo,' 
' The Prisoner of Zemin,' 'Trilby,' 'Be- 
side the Houiiio Briar Bnsh,' ' Quo 
Vadis.' and more recently 'King Xoaiiett' 
and ' Hugh Wynne,' Any one of these 
at llie time when it first appeared would 
have been di'scribi'd by tbousamls of 
reailers as a geimine addition to the 
literature that will last.

'i'liey entertained or tliey annised; they 
served tlnur purpose; they have already 
ceased to be sold; and, to all intents

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THE V. V. & K. ItAlLWAY. 

There are three propositions before the 
city council of Victoria looking to the 
eslablishnu-nt of railway ciuineetion 
with the Mainland of British Columbia. 
lOacli involves a very large sum of 
money. Neither of thorn contemplates 
the construction of a railway further 
Ihnn Chilliwack. As far as cm be 
. judged from what has been said by 
them, a majority of the members of the 
city council favor the submission of 
some plan to the ratepayers to pledge 
the credit of the ^-ity in some shape to 
the amount of aid necessary to secure 
the construction ot this line. The 
amount asked under the first plan is in- 
definite. The sum of $500,000 is needed 
as a beginning, and how much more 
woldd be called for afterwards, eitln r 
by guarantee or actual subscription, no 
oni' can preti'iul to say. Bui it is safe 
lo I'stiiuiite that under this I'lau Ihe 
city's liabdily might reach .'jl.llOO.ODl). 
Plan No. 2 contemplates a guarantee of 
4 per cent, on .^1.000,000 for 21 years. 
This wo\ild amount at the most In 
^;,StO,()(.l(», but would be subject to rr- 
• luclion if the road proved profttable. 
rian No. 3 contemplates a bonus of 
^40,000 a year for 20 years, or -li.SOO.OOO, 
subject to no reduction.

Island. It received a bonu.s ot $4,000 a

THE KITISIAAT ROAD. 

A proposition looking to the construc- 
tion of a road from Kitimaat Inlet to 
Hazeltou is before the provincial gov- 
ernment. It has been submitted by sev- 
eral .Montana gentlemen. The plan is 
tlmt tor 30,0tK) acres of land, to be solect- 
eil in alternate blocks, and cert.iin rights 
fiu- the reclamation ot tide flats, the ap- 
plicants will construct a highway road 
from Kitimaat to Ihr/.elton, a distance of 
100 miles. The o-stinnited cost ifi $100,- 
OtlO, so. that the offer is substantially 
.?:>.;>;$ per acre for the land. This can- 
not properly be called a boims for a road 
11 is a proiiosed contract for the con- 
struction of ;i road, the price to be paid 
in land. 

The Colonist inquired of the manager 
of the Montana syndicate as to what they 
I'xpected to make out of HUch a contract 
and found him quite ready to explain. 
He said that the syndicate Intended to 
subscribe $250,000, which would give 
them .''l.'iO.OdO after the road was built 
1(1 (-xiiend in doveolping their property. 
The road itself will yield no revenue, for 
it is to bo a public highway. It will ren- 
der the adjacent land more valuable for 
setthunent, and the promoters hope l« be 
able to dispose of il for more than il 
costs them. They expect lo colonize the 
laml. and this will mean that a town and 
perhajiM more than cuie will be built up. 
.Mills will be creeled lo saw the limber 
in which the region abounds, ,uid there 
will be a gre.-it deal of tralllc through to 
Oiuiucca. of which the syndicate expects 
to be able to handle a share. There is 
a largo area of good grazing land, and it 
is anticipated that cattle raising will be- 
come an importiiiit industry. \Vbei)ier 
the symliiMte has any mining propertii'S 
in viev,-. -vliich the building ot this road 
will facilitate, has not been stated. 

Our inforniallon is that while this pro- 
position has not received the approval of 
Ihe government, il has not been rcjocleil. 
It has some features which commend it. 
We do not suppose a route to Hazeltou 
can over be got more cheaply. AVo do 
not now write to endorse tlie proposal, 
lh(> acccplance or rejection of wiiieh must 
be left ^vitll the government, but only to 
inform the public ot the nature ot the 
offer, which, as readers will romeni- 
bcr, WHS niontioued some weeks ago at 
the (luarterly meeting of the Board of 
Trade. Il is a matter that ought to 
ceive investigation, and we sliall be 
to have [111 I'xpression of opinion as 
desir,il)ility.

If we iiia.v jud^'o from the 
number of offers already made, although 
no arrangements for recruiting hav 
been provided, we think there would be 
no dilliculty iu securing that number o 
competent men.

Lake registry. Section 3 made the pro- 
visions of the .Jurors Act apply to the 
territory now or hereafter included in 
the Nelson and Uossland registries of 
the Supreme court. This will facilitate 
business. Sections 4, 5 and applied 
to procedure at Uossland and Nelson. 
Perhaps the most important part of tlie 
bill was contained in clause 9. which 
provides— -in addition to the nbolition of 
the distinction in iiayineut between 
jurors residing east and west of tlie Cas- 
i-ades— for the payment of grand jurors. 
That question— tlic payment of graiul 
jurors— had been a burning one for a 
great many years. At almost (?very 
assize the pri'senlation of the grand jury 
contained a reipiest for payment for ser- 
vices. It sei'iiu'd to -Mr. Henderson that 
it was not nn iiiiiensonai)le icqnest, be- 
cause in IJritisli ('i)lniiibia the liody of 
Ihe men from whom the grand jurors 
were chosen was practically Ihe same as 
that from whom the petit jurors were 
taken. That was to say, they were not 
necessarily wcallhy, and when they gave 
up their time to serve on the grand jury 
they should not be the losers by it. 
T'hey should lie paid oiiough to cover 
their railway far(> nnd loss of tini<>. As 
to the abolition of tlie distinction in pay- ^ 
inent between jurors residing east and 
west of tli<> Cascades, he said the judges 
of the Supreme court had agreed in 
recommending that that disl inction was 
no longer necessary. Whatever reason 
may have existed at one time for that 
eonrse, it was no longer apparent. 

Mr. Price Ellison requested that the 
jurors' fee should bo more than .'?2 per 
day. It was unreasonable to ask men 
who were making S3.50 per day to ' 
serve on juries for the lesser sum. It 
Should be at least .?3 a day, he argued. \ 
The s<>coiid reading was agreed to. I

He believed the people of Atlin 
were anxious to know what His Honor 
did after giving utterances to his deter- 
mination to make certain representations 
to his government wltli respect to the 
administration of affairs in Atlin as a 
result of his visit to the district. 

The motion was agreed to. 

NEW WE.ST.M1NSTER ASYLUM. 

Mr. Higgins' adjourned motion next 
came up. It fiivored the appointment 
of a committee, consisting of Messrs. 
.McBride, Prentice, R. Sniitli, Macpher- 
son and Higgins, lo visit the provincial 
lunatic asylum at .Vew Westminster, 
with [lower to examine into and report 
ii|ioii the administration of the affairs, 
the condition and the requirements of 
the institution, with power to send for 
persons and papers, examine witnesses 
under oath, nnd report the result of 
their inquiries 1o the house. 

To the mover Atr.' Speaker remarked 
that the resolution was in order. 

Hon. Mr. Carter-Cotton, who was im- 
perfectly heard, seemed to note with 
some show of regret that .Mr. Higgins 
had not given to the government that 
lirivate information wiiieh he talked 
about on I'riday, so as to enable the 
governiiieiit to understniKl the scope of 
the proposed enqniry. The government 
had no objection to the resolution pass- 
ing, liut was of course desirous of im- 
liicssing upon tlie honorable geiitleniaii 
tiiat I hi' inquiry should not involve any 
large expense. If the government bad 
llie hoiKirahle gentleman's information 
before it, as the Attorney-General sug- 
gested .Mr. Higgins should give him 
privaiei.i', it would lie able to form some 
idea of the matter and the importance of 
it. He Heed scarcely say that it the 
iiiforniatiiin was such as to lead the 
government to believe that there was 
sometliing wrong with the administra- 
tion of the asylum or with tlie conduct 
of those in it, the government would be 
only too willing lo co-optrate with the 
lionoralile g<'ntiemnji and to afford him 
every assistance. However, the junior i 
member for Esquimalt had not given tlie 
information. 

Col. Baker was understood to ask if 
there were no permanently appointed 
visitors to the asylum. 

Hon. .Mr. Carter-Cottou in rejily said 
that a resolution was pasKcd some set; 
sions ago permitting any member of tli 
house to go to any public institution at 
any time. 

" That resolution was not necessary 
anyhow," interrupted Mr. Uiggins, who 
in closing the debate made a few rxv 
innrlfs only occasional words of wUch 
reached the press gallery. He was 
understood to justify his action in not 
giving the government the information 
be li:i(l. When he promised to give the 
iiiformiilion ho was under the Impres- 
sion iluit the government might perhapK 
have the power of limiting the scope of 
the inquiry by refusing to vote the 
necessary expenses.

the time he believed that. However, 
lie had been looking up Ihe authorities, 
and lie found that the liouse had a right 
to spend money for the purjiose. In 
answer to a member of the government 
who asked him to give the iu formation, 
Mr. Higgins declined to give any in- 
formation at all, " because the informa- 
tion in my possession may not be true, 
and I do not wish to blast the character 
of any man." The rest of bis remarks 
were unheard. The resolution was 
agreed to. 

EVIDENCE BILL. 
1'lie County Courts Bill and the I'ariii- 
ers' Institutes Bill, both down for iliird 
reading, were passi'd by and the iiouse 
went into committee on tlie Evidence 
Bill, Mr. Kidd taking the chair. 

Mr. .losepli .Martin wished to place in 
the liill t^miie provisions as to proving 
miners' licenses, bills of sale and records 
of mineral claims, also the recording of 
them ill the recorder's ofiice. There were 
fretiueut legal suits iu regard to these 
mutters now. He asked that progress; be 
reported. 

The Attorney-General thought miners 
and others would more naturally look 
for such amendments in the mineral acts, 
and he asked Mr, Martin to let the bill 
go through ns it was and either Introduce 
a new bill to cover his ameadmeuts or 
amend tlio mineral acts. 

Mr. .Martin had not any objection and 
the committeo reported the bill complete 
with amendments. 

TRUSTEES BILL. 

When the Attorney-General's bill for 
the protection of trustees came up for 
consideration next in comniittee, with 
Mr. Neill in the chair, Mr. Martin was 
again heard from. He had a strong ob- 
jection to Mr. Helmcken's section that 
the act shoi d be operative at the time of 
it.s passage. Wh.-ic else would it be? he 
asked. .Vs soon as tlie bill wa« assented 
to it would become law, so the section 
was absurd. Why throw a doubt upon 
it by any such section? he remarked. 

Tlie genial senior member for Victoria 
didn't mind. "Tear up the amendment, 
Mr. Chairman," cried he^ The amend- 
ment was withdrawn. 

The Attorney -(Jeiieral proposed a new 
Kcction to the effect that the act should 
not a'lTect any litigation pending at the 
linn- of tli(' coming into force of the act. 
.Mr. Martin <lid not think that went quite 
far enough, but letting it pass he went 
into clause two, which was carried while 
ho was alieent from the house last week. 
He objected to the words in thut sec- 
lion "whcf.ier the transaction alleged to be 
a lireach of trust occurred before or after 
the iiast-ing of this net." He did not see 
why the house should change the Jaw us 
to past and gone transactions. 

Mr. McPhlUipa was inclined to favor 
tlie amendment, while Mr. I'ooley spoke 
up for It. The olllce of lrustt?e was, lie 
observed, a thnnklcf^s one at the in'st. 
This was a move iu the right dircclioii. 

The .\ttorney-(jeueral thoiighl it safe 
to leave the section as it was originally 
and trust to ihe courts to deal fairly in 
the matter. 

The amendment proposed by Mr. Mar- 
tin was defeated, and the committee rose 
and reported the bill complete with 
aml^ndmeut8. 

COMPANIES SAVED MONEY. 

The bill to aiiUT.il the (.'oinpaiiieri' Act 
was next considered in committee', with 
Mr. Robertson in the chair. This is tlie 
1)111 which provides tliat the registrar's 
i-ertificate of incorporation need not set 
out where the registered olllce is situated, 
that the inemoranilum of asriociation neeii 
not .s)>ecify the part of the proniice 
where the registered ofllce is to be situ- 
ate, and tluit alterations in the inenior- 
undum of association be piil>lishcd in the 
B.C. Gazette. 

Mi'ssrs. Higgins nnd I'ooley did not 
think that the firet two objects of the 
bdl, ns set out above, were quite wise, 
and therefore clauses 3 and 4, which re- 
ferred to them, were laid over. 

As to publication in the B.C. Gazette, 
Mr. J. Martin protested that there xvas 
no need for four insertions, one was quite 
enough. 

Mr. Higgins suggested that there 
should bo one insertion in the Gazette and 
two insertions in a newspaper. What 
was the use of throwitig away money in 
advertising in the Gazette? 

Mr. Eberts was opposed to the clause 
(5) altogether. It only increased the ex- 
penses in connection with these compan- 
ies. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson suggested that an 
amendment be sent up to shorten the 
time. 

Mr. J. Martin took up the fiuggestion 
nnd moved that the alterations in the 
iiiemoranduiu of association be only pub- 
lished for <me week and not four weeks 
in the Gazette. 

Mr. Higgins also moved that the ad- 
vertisement be inserted only once in the 
B.C. Gazette, and twice in a newspaper 
published nearest to. the ofllce of the 
company. 

Mr. .1. Martin's amendment was pass- 
ed, and tlie member for Vancouver drew 
the Attorney's (Jeneral's attention to the 
fact that it would be necessary to amend 
the proposeii new sub-seetioii 2 of ."I'ctioii 
20 of the old act iu order to meet this 
change from four weeks lo oiu? week. 

Mr. Higgins altered his aiuendmeiit. 
Mr. Martin'n having partly covered it, 
and moved that the advertisement must 
be placed in two issues of a newspaper. 

Mr. J. Martin strongly opposed the 
anieudment on the score of the. expense 
to the companies. : -.r-* > j • ..

Hon. Mr. Henderson moved the si'cond 
reiidinK of the bill to provide for f.'arn- 
islieein^' in the small debts court. 

The Attorney-General tliouKht "f 
would be advisable for persons who iitil- 
ixcd tliat court for the purpose of collect- 
ing debts to \w able to ^'arnishet-. 
Auotlier auiendnient was to the eltect 
that a mayisirate coulil try aii action 
if the defeiulant resided, or carried on 
iiusiiicss within thai maj;istrate's terri- 
tory. The W(u-(ls "carried on business'" 
were not in the old act. 

Mr. .1. .Martin favored the bill but 
pointed oui that the curious anomaly 
would now exist tlnit while in the small 
debt.s and county courts there couhl be 
KiiniisheeiuK before judi,'ment, yet in the 
Supreme court no such ri),'lit o.\isted. 
He intended to brin^ in a tiill to f;ivi.> 
tliiit ri^'ht, and Loped it would be sup- 
ported. 

.\Ir. Martin added that lie was given 
to understand that it was the jiraclice 
of niagi.strates who conduct small debts 
conrls to undertake collecti(ui oC debts. 
If that b(? done it was a ^robs abuse 
which sliould lie stopjied immediately. 
(Hear, hear.) The idea of a mat,'istrate 
wlio Kut in judgment in his court actu- 
ally becomiiifi an attorney and under- 
t.-ikiiiK the collection of debts was sim- 
ply opposed to all principles of justic(^ 
and fair play. A man could not sit as a 
jiid^e and adjudicate fairly in matters 
that had been handed in to hiiu by the 
parties lo collect.. He would suggest 
that a clause be added to the i^ffect that 
no niagi.strale, his clerl; nor anyone con- 
nected with liini shall undertalse in any 
manner, uliapc or form the collection of 
accounts. 

.Mr. Wells reniarl;ed that section <> 
did not provide for summonses being 
returned against c(iri)orate bodies. The 
lioad ollice of the V.. I'. It. was in Mont- 
riNil. Would service upon its agents or 
any agent in this province be sulllcientV 

.\Ir. M(!l'hillips said there was a prece- 
dent in Manitoba. 

.Mr. Henderson, in rojily to -Mr. Mar- 
tin, agreed that no magistrate should 
collect nccoiintti. If any such facts 
were brought to iiis attention or to the 
notice of any member of the executive, 
lie sliould see that S(UJie acli(ui was 
taken to iirevcnt that mngistralo abus- 
ing Ills po>ver. He iliii not think it 
should be done. It was a most repre- 
hensiblo practiee, and perhaps ciuild be 
<U-alt with by the department just as 
well as if a clause were not inserted in 
the bill. 

This view of the matter evidenlly com- 
mended itself to tlie house, and the

A CANCELLED PItlO-f:Ml'TION. 

Hon. Mr. Cnrter-Cotlon presented the 
return asked for by Mr. Turner in rela- 
tion to the cancellation of the pre-emp- 
tion of T. Tugwoll at Log Cabin. 
THE THIRD PAUTY. 

Mr. Mcliride moved that the name of 
Mr. .loseph .Martin be added lo th.e min- 
ing and railway coiiiinittees. 

Mr. Iliirgins desired to mention the 
f.-ict that he also bad been h'ft olT the 
committees, (.V vnice: "'J'oo bail. "I He 
was (luile at a hiss to understand why, 
nulil be found ii stated in a Kootenay 
paper that he and Mr. Martin were Ilop- 
pcrs and that was why they had been 
left off. (Laughter.) 

.Mr. Semlin, in reply lo Mr. Mciiride, 
did not (piite know the order in which 
to proceed. The committees were made 
up after consnltatinn with the leader of 
the opposition. He lianlly saw how 
they could add to them without derang- 
giug the order in which they wer<' ap- 
pointed. 

('ol. Ual<er noted it was the privilege 
of any member to suggest an addition. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin Bald lie was perfectly 
aware of that, but it was a question of 
pro[)ortion. The proportion of govern- 
nient and opposition nieniliors must be 
maintained. The members of the gov- 
erninent side of the house were all satis- 
factorily placed and the other side were 
left to the leader of the opposition, who 
perhaps had forgotten some, the Premier 
suggested by inference, but not in words. 

Jlr. Higgins urgod that tlie opiiosition 
was entitled to a larger proportion on the 
committees this session, as the govern- 
ment majority hmi been decreased from 
. si.x to nothing. He was not very 
anxious for work, but if one Hopper was 
put on the eoinniittees the other one 
should be. . (Laughter.) 

Col. Baker remarked that tthp house 
was now a. triangle. The members of 
the third party must be renieinborGd in 
the naming of ' the committees. The 
l?"remier had. alluded to the government 
.- side; and the opposition., side, but .the 



third ptirty had been left out altogether. 
(Laughter.) 

Hon. Jlr. Semlin said he would taki> 
the matter into consideration. He pre- 
sumed they could add lo the committees, 
but the government would insist upon 
maintaining the same proportion as now 
existed. If these two gentlemen were 
added the government would add two 
from ils side of the house. 

Mr. Joseph Martin declared the state- 
ment of the I'remier was entirely at 
variance with those o£ his supporters 
and <irguns. He hoped these latter 
wouhi cease from saying that Mr. Hig- 
gins and himself belonged to the opp..,-.! 
tion. 

Mr. atcBride, at the request of the 
Premier, dropped his motion, as the Pre- 
mier thought the mutter could be ar- 
ranged. 

I'ATKIOTIC VICTOniA. 

.Mr. llidmcken asked the Premier if he 
hail received from Ottawa any further 
infornialion relative i/i tlu' offer of a 
liritish Cidnnibia contingent? 

ll(,in. Jlr. Semlin said he was just 
rising lo give the legislature the beiietit 
of the latest message he had received 
from Ottawa. It was not yet conclu- 
sive. The I'remier then read Hon. Mr. 
Jjordon's telegram, the effect of whicli 
Avns given in the Colonist of Monday. 
He remarked that so far the further 
telegram promised had not come to hand. 

Then the Premier came to the [)atriotic 
resolutions placed in his hands by the 
Victoria Patriotic (^^'ommitlee. They 
read as follows: 

" Resolved that this committee believe 
it to be the duty of tlie people of British 
Columbia to aid by contributions of men 
and money in strengthening our arms in , 
South Africa. \ 

•■ liesolved that in view of the prob- | 
ability of ihe acceptance of the offer of I 
the lirilish Columbia legislature of 100 
mounted men bi-ing further postponed, 
because the uiimlier is too small to load 
a special transport, this committee pro- 
poses that the number be increased l)y 
al least -'tO men by private effort, to 
supiilonient the provincial offer and en- 
sure ils immediate acceptance, and that 
Victoria shall undoi-take to raise and 
e(iuil) 50 men. 

■' l{esolve<l that these resolutions be 
(■oninmiiicatod to the provincial govern- 
nieiit, with the re<iucst that they be 



contemplated improvements, arid believ- 
ing that the expenditure of public money 
in rendering more acce^fiblc the rich dis- 
iTicts ot.bttt'proTincfe ^111 result in large 
public benefits and Increased revenues to 
the government, we respectfully petition 
your honorable body for an appropriation 
of $15,000 for tlio purpose of continuing 
a Avagon road from the end of the pre- 
sent road to the head of Ten Mile, a dis- 
tance of 11 miles." 

A retiuest is also to be made for 520,- 
000 to build a road from Slocan City 15 
miles up Lemon Creek, another promis- 
ing mining district.

(.'layson ami Lynn Kelfe, wlio disai>- 
poared so mysteriously while on their 
way out from Bawson, have gone to 
some new diggings. They, like the 
police, believe that the men were foully 
murdered, and that the men under ar 
rest at Lake Takish and "While Ilorst 
could explain the disappearance if '^lej 
would. Mr. B. Cockerill, a late arrival 
from the interior, said: 

"Wo left Dawson a wool; afler Clay 
son and Kelfe, and have been delayed 
eleven days at Bennett by the storm. 
Elaving heard on our way out that thre 
tneu bad disappeared at Minto, we 
iiinde inquiries. We understand from 
good authority that the draft found on 
O'Brien, the man arrested at Tagish, 
was drawn in favor of Relfe, and the 
police stated they were satisfied with 
their arrests of the men held at Tagish 
and at White Horse. 

" 'I'lie general impression is that tlui 
inis.sing men have been done awa.v with 
and I tirmly believe thry have. No gold 
strikes have been made anywlieri^ along 
the road, and bad there be(?n, men 
would not have been off in such cold 
weather a.s then existed, 40 or more be- 
low zero. 

" The freshest evidence not heretofore 
reported that points to foul play is in 
connection with a camp discovered back 
from the river a few miles this wide cf 
Minto. A Mr. McKay had a cache of 
fine grneeries this side of Minto, and 
kept a man to watch them. Two days 
before the disappearance the wntcliinan 
found Ktraiige tracks leading from u 
cache to the interior, and following 
them two miles came upon a camp in 
which he found goods stolen from the 
cache. He went to Minto to report to 
the police, nnd the next day a trip was 
made to Selkirk for a warrant. It was 
after the now missing party had left 
Minto when the warrant got back there. 
Tlie police then wont to the camp and 
found a rifle lying on the bed, indicat- 
ing that the occupants had lied hasiilv, 
and probably pointing to the fact that 
they had other we.tpons. The police 
waited a day and a halt for the sup- 
posed thieves ta return, hut thev failed 
to come back. A fresh trail was then 
found leading over the hills out of the 
regular route toward Hootalinqua. It 
is supposed while a warrant was being 
sought in Selkirk, the men suspected 
dealt foully with those who are missing, 
somewhere this side of Minto. and on 
going back to their tent found the 
Ktrnnge tracks of the watchmen there 
and fled.

Acciirding to a recent official report 
there are over 100,000 Indians iu Cana- 
da, but they have been nnd are so well 
treatvd by the Dominion government that 
they are particularly friendly, aud cause 
liltl-e or no trouble, even iu the wilils of 
the Northwest. In ■Jamaica a third of 
the population are negroex, as also are 
the bulk of the inhabitants in the Lee- 
ward and Windward islands, and Trini- 
dad. The Bahanui p(!0[ile are nearly all 
-whites, but in British Guina there are 
100,000 iu>groes, 105,000 East Indian 
cooliea and -1,000 Chinese. In British 
Honduras ,500 white people live among 
35,000 blacks. 
In Fiji there are ;5,.500 whites to 100,- 

000 Fijinns, aud in our other Polynesian 
inlands the white population is very small 
indeed. In British New (Juinea a hand- 
ful (250) of Europeans from the "law 
and tlie Bobby" to over ;?.50,000 frowsy- 
headed Papuans. The native inhabitants 
of Tasmania are as extinct aa the dodo, 
but New South Wales contains some 
5,000 full blacks. Queensland probably 
12,000, South Australia 3,000, West 
Australia 2,000 and 'Victoria only about 
500. In the northern territory of South 
Australia are 5,000 CbineRC coolies, and 
Queensland has imported some JIO.OOO 
Polynesian laborers. New Zealand has 
now only about 40,000 Maoris, little inon 
than a twentieth of the population of 
that prosperous colony. 

Frenchmen ore proverbially a stay-at- 
home people, and only about 500,000 
French folk live out of Prance. But 

France has, neverthelcsn, a splendid iro- 
louial empire of some 3,250,000 square 
miles, with a jajpulation, almost entirely 
colored, of over 53,000,000; 22,000,000 of 
these are in Asia, ,10,000,000 in Africa, 
and some 80,000 iu Oeeanica. 

In Farther India the French are re- 
garded as masters by 6,000,0000 Anna- 
mesp, 1,. 500,000 Cambodians, 2,000,000 
Cochin Chiue.^e, 12,000,000 Tonkinet<e, 
and it would not be at all an easy mat- 
ter to contrel these obstinate nnd defiant
